WASHINGTON, April 27.—(UN) 
Hoover administration law officials 
are laying the groundwork for what 
may be the most ruthless and heavy- 
handed dry-law enforcement campaign 
of the prohibition era. 

‘It is virtually certain that At- 
torney General Mitchell will be gen- 
eralissimo of dry law enforcement by 
July 1, perhaps sooner. In the mean- 
time he is seeking from the supreme 
court a ruling that liquor-buyers can 
be punished by jail sentences and fines, 
and the prohibition bureau in New 
York has inaugurated an atiempt to 
punish flask-toters. 

The indications are that these steps 
are being taken at Mitchell's behest to 
legalize more drastic enforcement 


than has ever before been attempted, 


The supreme court tomorrow will 
hear arguments in two prosecutions 


~ of liquor buyers. In one, James E. 


Farrar, of Boston, is charged with 
buying liquor without a permit. He 
made an ordinary buy from a_boot- 
legger. In the other Alfred E. Nor- 
ris, New York broker, is charged with 
conspiring to transport liquor, an of- 
fense punishable by long federal pris- 
on sentences, as a result of admitted 
telephone orders to a Philadelphia 
bootlegger for shipments of liquor. 
In both cases, lower federal courts 
quashed the prosecutions on the 
ground that purchase of liquor is not 
illegal, and the appeals were brought 
solely on the government’s initiative. 
Mitchell himself signed the govern- 
ment briefs in both cases, but it is 
likely that Mabel Willebrandt’s suc- 
cessor, Assistant Attorney-General G. 
A. Youngquist, will argue the cases 


tomorrow. ‘The government contends 
that the decisions should be made to 
define the government’s attitude, but 
concedes that there is some evidence 
indicating that congress did not in- 
tend to punish buyers of beverage 
liquor. A much stronger argument is 
made in the Norris case, the arrange- 
ments for transportation being alleged 
to constitute conspiracy.

Gen. George Barnett 
Dies at Age of 70

Major-General George Barnett, com- 
mandant of the marine corps from 
1914 ‘to 1920, died here late today 
of pneumonia. 

The general, who retired in 1923, 
had been in ill health for some time. 
He died at the navy hospital. 

He was 70 years of age and had 
served with the marines since 1881, 
when he graduated from’ the naval 
academy. He saw service at virtually 
every post held by the marines in this 
country and in the Philippines, Samoa, 
Cuba, Porto Rico and Peking. He 
spent 18 years on ships at sea or in 
foreign posts.

OTTAWA, Ill, April 27.—(4)—The 
Rev. James A. Wilson, pastor of the 
First Methodist church, of Mendota, 
tonight was convicted of assault with 
intent to murder in connection with 
the shooting of two of his parishion- 
ers. The verdict, which came after 
more than 10 hours of deliberation, 
carries a penalty of from -1 to 14 
years’ imprisonment.

SENATE WILL AGT 
UN PARKER TODAY 


Supreme Justice Select 
Given Rather Slim 
Chance for Confirmation 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—(?)— 
Tagged with an unfavorable commit- 
tee report and facing determined op- 
position, the nomination of Judge 
John J. Parker as an associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court will be 
called up in the senate tomorrow for 
immediate consideration. 

Prospects of confirmation were con- 
sidered as doubtful tonight by some 
of the administration supporters. A 
number of the regular republicans 
were ready to cast their votes against 
the nominee, but the republican lead- 
ers were hoping sufficient democratic 
votes would be obtained to insure con- 
firmation. 

However, there were indications 
that some of the democrats expeeted 
by republican leaders to vote for Par- 
ker would be found lined up in oppo- 
sition. Both sides admitted that the 
vote would be close. 

The nomination will be placed for- 
mally before the senate at 3 p. m., to- 
morrow and debate is expected to con- 
sume most of the week. It will be the 
second time this session that a Hoo- 
ver nominee to the supreme court has 
been the target of senate attack. The 
first was Charles Evans Hughes, ap- 
pointed chief justice, who was con- 
firmed after bitter debate. 

Parker is opposed by ‘organized la- 
bor on account of a decision he ren- 
dered upholding a “‘yellow dog” con- 
tract, which requires employes to 
promise not to join a labor union, 
and by the National Association for 
Advancement of Colored People which 
contends that he has made statements 
unfriendly to negroes.

A ma- 
jority of both republicans and demo- 
crats on the committee joined in i 8 
sition.

In that year he deserted the Muse 
organization to form the Parks-Cham-

Parks-Chambers, Inc. At that time 
the Parks-Chambers Investment Com- 
pany also was formed, his associate in 
both enterprises being Edgar Cham- 
bers, of 1050 Ponce de Leon avenue, 
who acts in the capacity of vice 
president. 

In addition to his business inter- 
ests, Mr. Parks, an ardent golf en- 
thusiast, was a past president of the 
Druid Hills Golf Club, secretary of 
the Georgia State Golf Association, 
director of the First National bank, 
member of the Methodist church and 
of the Atlanta Rotary Club. 

Mr. Parks was born at Dawson on 
November 7, 1864, and came to At- 
lanta about 40 years ago. He had 
been in Atlanta-but two years when 
he was married to Miss Pearl Broyles, 
sister of Judge Nash Broyles, Arnold 
Broyles, former clerk of the Fulton 
superior court, and MBarnard C. 
Broyles. His widow survives him, to-

Flying Colonel Inaugu- 
rates New Latin Ameri- 
can Service With Cus- 
tomary Dispatch. 


CRISTOBAL, Canal Zone, April 
27.—(#)—With characteristic swift- 
ness Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh to- 
day blazed a new air mail route across 
tL. Caribbean Sea, linkifig New York 
and Buenos Aires in a seven-day mail 
schedule, 

Leaving Havana, Cuba, at 5:33 a. 
m., eastern standard time, today, the 
Flying Colonel split the famous Lind- 
bergh Caribbean circle route, striking 
the Central American mainland at 
Cape Gracias a Dios, Nicaragua, in- 
stead of at Yucatan, on‘ his old route. 
He landed at France field here at 
4:04 p. m., eastern standard time, 
completing his flight of 1,033 miles 
from Cuba in nine hours and 58 min- 
utes. He was not scheduled to ar- 
rive here until 6 p. m. 

The plane brought 215 pounds of 
mail, destined for all .parts of the 
soithern Americas. Postoffice em- 
ployes here were prepared work 
aii night if necessary to sort and con- 
solidate the mails for the southward 
journey which will be .resumed at 
dawn tomorrow. Lindbergh will not 
fly beyond this city, however, and 
plans to return to the United States 
the latter part of the week. L. R.

southbound mail into Talara Peru. 
From that point other planes will re- 
lay the mails to various South Ameri- 
can republics. It is scheduled to ar- 
rive in Buenos Aires at 4:30 p, m., 
eastern standard time, Friday. 

Under perfect flying conditions, 
Colonel Lindbergh sailed easily over 
the long water jump of today’s flight. 
He carried Basil Rowe as co-pilot and 
Bert Denicky as radio operator. Con- 
st .t communications were maintain- 
ed with the radio base of the Pan- 
American Airways at Miami, Fla., 
and with other stations of the com- 
pany in Central America. 

A brilliant sun glitered over the 
Caribbean as Lindbergh swung the 
n' ne toward the Isle of Pines after 
leaving Cuba. A speed of approxi- 
mately 115 miles per hour was main- 
tained as the ship flew toward Central 
America. Radio messages related that 
Lindbergh enjoyed the trip, several 
times relinquishing the controls to his 
co-pilot so that he might make obser- 
vations, and eating his lunch in flight. 

One stop was made to refuel. ‘ This 
was at Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragua, 
where the ship was landed at 11:37 
a.m. E. 8 The flight was re- 
sumed at 12:12 p. m. The weather 
continued brilliant as the plane cruis- 
ed along the Central American coast 
into Panama. 

A crowd of officials and civilians 
gathered at France field to welcome 
the flier on his third inaugural air 
mail trip into Latin America. 

Lindbergh left Miami yesterday aft- 
ernoon for Havana, preparatory to 
making the inaugural hop across the 
Caribbean, His plane today carried 
432 gallons of gasoline. Fearing the 
plane.might be taxed on the long trip, 
he and his companions left behind 
them all articles of clothing not ab- 
solutely necessary. 

The flying colonel probably will be 
among those whd will gather at 
France field tomorrow t« see the re- 
sumption of the air mail .journey. 
Moore will fly in a Sikorsky am- 
phibian, similar to the ship piloted 
here by Lindbergh. 

Four hundred and fifty miles of 
ocean hop is ahead of Moore. His 
first landing is to be at Buena Ven- 
tura. Then he will have hundreds of 
miles of flying over both ocean and 
trackless jungles. 

Monday night the mail must be in 
Santa Elena, Ecuador, across the 
Equator and 1,060 miles south of 
Cristobal. Pan-American Grace Air- 
way, which receives the mail here 
from the Pan-American Airways line, 
will follow the flight by radio, send- 
ing a radio operator as member of 
the crew. | 

Panagra officials said Moore, who 
piloted the NC-3 in 1919, has never 
faced a harder task than that before 
him tomorrow. He must arrive in 
Talara, Peru, shortly after 9 o'clock 
Tuesday morning. From that place a 
tri-motored plane will rush the mail 
to Lima, where it will be re-sorted and 
dispatched to Arica, Chile, Wednes- 
day, Santiago Thursday and over lofty 
Andes mountains to Buenos Aires and 
Montevideo Friday, one week to the 
day from the time it was dispatched 
from New York. 

The mail will be lifted over the 
Andes in a Lockheed Vega. The pilots 
and mechanics for this flight have 
been furnished with fur lined flying 
suits and oxygen helmets. As it is:

Na- 
tional guardsmen, who have been on 
duty outside the walls since last Mon- 
day’s fire in which 320 convicts died, 
placed machine guns on the lawn in 
front of the prison just outside the 
cell block housing the unruly men. 

Warden P. E. Thomas, and other 
prison officials went into co nce 
to discuss the situation. 

From outside the prison the con- 
victs could be seen milling about in 
the cell block rangés. One man ap- 
peared to be shouting instructions to 
his fellow prisoners. 

The machine guns were trained on 
windows of “White City,” which 
houses those prisoners idle because 
of lack of work. : 

Another machine gun was placed 
at the main entrance of the peniten- 
tiary. It was placed at right angles 
so that it could sweep through the 
windows toward the shouting prison- 
ers. 

Charles Quinlan, a prisoner from 
Cleveland, quitted the m momen- 
tarily after he had talked with Cap- 
tain H. KE. Lockhart, of the national 
guard. The noise broke out again in 
a few minutes, however. 

The windows broken by the convicts 
were those between “White City” and 
a new dormitory in the southeast cor- 
ner of the prison. 
~‘Phe men statted,. running up and. 
down the i when some one 
shouted “roof fire.” 

No national guardsmen were sent 
inside the prison. Additional troops 
arrived at the prison shortly after 
the disorders started. There were 
about 400 in all. 

A Bible taken from one of the con- 
victs was found to contain a knife 
and several.saw blades. 

Tonight’s disturbance came shortly 
after it had been learned that 40 ex- 
tra guards would be put on duty at 
the penitentiary tomorrow in an ef- 
fort to end the “passive resistance” 
campaign against Warden Thomas, 
Previously the prisoners had been 
quiet, leading to the belief that there 
was no danger of a recurrence of last 
week’s turmoil during which the men 
refused to do any work and threat- 
ened to kill guards unless Warden 
Thomas was removed. 

Harry French, chief of the Colum- 
bus police department, was called into 
the conference of prison officials. 

The tensity subsided somewhat at 
10 p. m., although the convicts still 
were milling about. One group was 
reported to be talking over their plight 
while others stood at the windows to 
watch the troop movements.

If Day Is Fair, Phenomena 
Is Scheduled To Be Seen 
at 12:56 P. M. 


A partial eclipse of the suh, a phe- 
nomena to which many Atlantans are 
looking forward, will have to compete 
with the weather man’s forecast of a 
partly cloudy day, which may be fol- 
lowed by showers in the north portion 
of Georgia. 

If the weather man is wrong, 
though, and the clouds stay away, the 
eclipse should be visible in Atlanta, 
beginning at 12:56, reaching a maxi- 
mum of 36 per cent of its surface ob- 
secured at 2:08 and passing at 3:15. 

The naked eye, local astronomers 
point out, will be unable to see the 
partial eclipse, but it may be observed 
readily with the aid of a_ piece of 
smoked glass. Rae 

The Atlanta partial eclipse, if vis- 
ible, will be an accompanying phenom- 
ena of a total eclipse which, along a 
1,000-mile path extending from a point 
in the Pacific west’ of San Francisco 
northwesterly to Montana, will entire- 
ly blot out the light of the sun. 

The central path of the eclipse from 
that point will extend into Canada, 
thence easterly as far as Labrador. 
Beyond Montana, however, it will not 
be total, but will be what is known 
as an annular eclipse. The moon will 
be seen as a dark round shadow 
against the sun with the sun showing 
as a narrow line of light around the 
moon. | 

Although it~ will take the total 
eclipse an hour to pass along its 1,000- 
mile path, at any given point on the 
line it will last but a second. The an- 
nual eclipse, also, will last but a mo- 
ment at any given point.

Of the income tax, corporations paid 
$946,888,504, an increase of $21,000,-

same period a year ago. Each class, 
showed a decrease in the 
third quarter of the fiseal year, Jan- 
uary, February and March of 1930, 
when the first quarter's tax install- 
ment on incomes of 1929 were re- 
ceived. In that quarter corporation 
taxes declined approximately $8,000,- 
000 to $321,000,000, while income tax 
paid by individuals dropped approxi- 
mately $40,000,000 to $306,000,000. 
Miscellaneous taxes for the same quar- 
ter amounted to $145,921,179, a de- 
crease of about $900,000 over the 
same quarter a year ago. 

New York ‘state led the way with 
the total taxes collected ‘in the nine 
months, returning $695,048,510 and 
accounted for most of the total in- 
crease, adding $100,000,000 more 
taxes this year than last. Of that 
increase $99,000,000 was due to in- 
come taxes. 

While New York piled up the enor- 
mous amount of taxes 25 states show- 
ed smaller totals than in the same 
period last year. The states which

S OF CAMERAS AWAIT BIG SCIENTIFIC EVENT

SAN FRANCISCO, April 27.—(&) 
Promised favorable weather, astrono- 
mers along a_ thousand-mile front 
were cheered today at the prospects 
of suecess in one of the most com- 
prehensive studies of a solar eclipse 


| ever undertaken. 


In a special forecast, Observer E. 
H. Bowie predicted generally fair 
weather throughout the interior of 
California and well into Nevada— 
covering virtually the entire territory 
‘through which the outstanding as- 
tronomical expeditions will be based 
for the zero hour—11 a. m. to 12 
noon (P. 8S. T.) tomorrow. 


There will be patches of clouds but 
the San Francisco weather man be- 
lieves skies generally will be blue, 
and the scientists happy. 

Along’ the. coast it will be overcast 
but airplanes should be able to find 
advantageous positions for shooting 
the shadow on its 1,200 mile an 
hour trip across the! land, by flving 
inland short distances. 


The biggest expedition in the field 
will be that of Lick observatory 
(Mount Hamilton) of the University 
of California with a dozen men un- 
der the direction of Dr. J Moore, 
astronomer at Camptonville, Cal. In 
that vicinity will be a party from the 
University of Nevada, one from John 
Hopkins, of Baltimore, and a _ thira 
a Pomona college at Claremont, 

About 100 miles further to the 
northeast a large party from Mount 
Wilson observatory will be based near 
Honey Lake, and the Alleghany ex- 
pedition from Pittsburgh, Pa.; will 
operate in the path of the shadow 
deep into Nevada territory. 

Every phase of the solar phenom- 
ena will be recorded by the most mod- 
ern instruments for the satisfaction 
of scientific curiosity. Lick -observa- 
tory will be chiefly interested in the 
content and make-up of the sun’s at- 
mosphere—or chromosphere, for which 
two spectroscopes have been arranged 
in what is computed to be near the 
center of the shadow of _ totality. 
These spectroscopes manned by Dr. 
Moore and Dr. D. H. Menzel, as- 
sistant astronomer, will get their 
images through a coelostat—a mirror 
and lens arrangement mounted al- 


most horizontally. The coelostat will 
follow the moon across the sun and 
be kept in focus by a device operated 
by a clock or chronometer which in 
turn will be set by radio signal from 
the Mare Island Naval observatory. 

From: heights of 5,000 to 15,000 
feet in the air, aerial photographers 
will assist with their cameras in lo- 
cating the precise path of the shadow 
and with radio in timing the move- 
ments and sp of it. 

Although the period of total eclipse 
is calculated to last only 1.3. sec- 
onds, at least a dozen pictures are 
to be taken of it by the Lick ob- 
servatory staff. Other observers will 
get scores more and the march of the 
moon across the face of the sun 
will be scientifically recorded in hun- 
dreds of pictures during the various 
phases. 

Telescopes attached to cameras will 
get still additional pictures of the 
sun’s corona, the eclipse itself and the 
solar prominenées or tongues of flame 
which shoot out of the photosphere 
or “light giving portion” of the sun 
into the lower chromosphere or por- 
tion of the atmosphere which is trans-

WASHINGTON, April 27.—(/)— 
In the year that the federal trade 
commission has been policing adver- 
tising it has instituted proceedings for 
misstatements against 400 advertis- 
ers, and it is estimated today that 
it had saved the public more than 
$50,000,000. 

The commission in a summary of 
the work of its special board of ih- 
vestigation, organized in 1921, said: 

“It is estimated that fraudulent ad- 
vertising robs the public of more 
than $500,000,000 a year, and it is 
probable that the recent work of the 
commission in this field has saved the 
public upward of $50,000,000.” 

Since the special board began its 
work more than a dozen companies 
have discontinued business because 
they could not exist if their advertis- 
ing were limited to truthful  state- 
ments, James A. Horton, board chair- 
man, said. He added that not once 
had a trade commission ruling that 
advertising was false or misleading 
and constituted “unfair competition” 
heen carried to court.

EVERYDAY QUESTIONS

Augusta, Ga. 
What do you think after 10 
years of the former predictions 
that the League of Nations would 
not survive, and what is its chief 
objective in the future as dis- 
tinguished from the activities in 
the past? 

The league arose out of the stern 
necessities of a world situation, It 
was organized under conditions which 
threatened to forbid its success. At 
the time of its birth Europe was 
hysterical, fever stricken and stag- 
gering from the shock of a dreadful 
war. Not a few countries were starv- 
ing, others were on the verge of bank- 
ruptey. It seemed that those who 
then prophesied the league's failure 
made a correct diagnosis. 

But the uneonquerable will of the 
nations for peace prevented their po- 
litical representatives from deserting 
the league. Indeed the whole peace 
movement has been controlled and 
enforced by a new conscience in hu- 
manity. Nor is it beyond the mark 
to say that the political action of the 
respective states has never yet real- 
ized the moral ideals of their in- 
habitants concerning peace and war. 
Otherwise, how could such an organi- 
zation have survived to inaugurate an 
unprecedented era of international 
justice and disarmament? 

The league was launched in @ 
jungle of conflicting races, _ rival 
claims, inherited passions and = age- 
less disputes, some of which were just 
and others unjust., It has had to en- 
dure the wrongs wrought by the 
treaty of Versailles, which put mil- 
lions under alien governments nd 
revealed the pride of victory rather 
than the pressure of justice. 

On several occasions since 1920 
the league seemed to be on the verge 
of destruction. Its earlier assemblies 
were disorderly, packed with antag- 
onism and tinged at times with eco- 
nomic madness. But it rose superior 
to difficulties because of the 
popular will to which I have referred. 
Presently “the atmosphere of Gen- 
eva” supplanted that of diplomatic 
ecabals in which men met to formu- 
late secret treaties and practice the 
machinations of one group against 
another. Again and again the news 
was broadcast that the league .was 
dead, and again and again the chal- 
lenging cry arose, “Long live the 
League!” Today it outbials the most 
sanguine hopes of its feunders and 


'makes the name of President Wilson 
an abiding one for mankind at large. 


But it has still to face iis supreme 
ordeal, Can it induce the nations to 
disarm? This is the crux. of ot

Of course we know, now, that dep- 
rivation may prevent one from de- 
veloping the highest degree of immu- 
nity, especially against respiratory in- 
fection (I'll enlarge on this in a mo- 
ment) but we-have no scientific rea- 
son to imagine that any contributing 
factor can appreciably reduce such 
immunity, with the possible exception 
of the lapse of time—a long time, not 
hours, days or weeks. I want read- 
ers to bear in mind that I dare not 
make a positive assertion here unless 
I am sure of my grounds and secure 
in my belief that no physician or 


board paved the way for the associa- 
tion to carry out its three-year pro- 
gram of expanding its merchandising 
and handling facilities for the sale of 
its products. 

Before approving the application 
for the loan the farm board investi- 
gated the business management of the 
association, and found that the 40,000 
dairy farmers of. New York, Pennsy}- 
vania, New Jersey, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut were running 
their business on a sound basis, and 
that the association’s financial struc-

Will Boom Agriculture 


BY RICHARD ‘W. EDMONDS. 


The recent announcement that a 
subsidiary of the International Paper 
Company will invest $10,000,000 in a 
paper mill near Panama City, Fla., 
gives point to the interview that Alex- 


ander Legge gave for this column last 
week, in which he pointed out that 
the growth of the paper industry is 
providing a market for pulp wood that 
makes pine a profitable crop on poor 
marginal lands, thus providing 
for their withdrawal from cultivation 
without loss. The company building 
the new mill is acquiring about 300,- 
00 acres of pine lands, and by prac- 
ticing scientific forestry it will be 
able to draw a perpetual supply of 
pulp wood. 
Mr. Legze was talking particularly 
about farm wood lots, however, and 
their possibilities as a source of reve- 
nue, and he mentioned the fact that 
aper mills are not only buy!tng lands 
or withdrawal from cultivation; they 
are also buying pulp wood from farm- 
ers who cut it on their own lands. In 
Louisiana during 1929 the farmers re- 
ceived over $1,650,000 for pulp wood. 
Unfortunately, however, they do not 
seem to be making the most of their 
wood lots as a source of revenue, as 
Mr. Legge advocates. Instead, in most 
cases they are clearing off their lands 


completely, either to put them in cul-| 


tivation, or to leave them bare and 
idle. Seeing the tendency, the paper 
mills are buying up second growth 
and cut-over lands, protecting 
from fire and letting them grow up 
in pines: and when the farmers no 
longer have any pulp wood to sell the 
mills will have their own supplies.

To supply the wrapping paper and 
container board mills of Alabama and 
Louisiana, the only southern states 
making considerable quantities of 
these grades, would require over 2,- 
000,000 acres under forest manage- 
ment. The total capacity of the 
plants in these two states is about 
430,000 tons. The national output 
of the two grades of paper is over 
5,000,000 tons, or more than ten 
times the full capacity of existing 
mills in these two states. Yet the 
advantages of manufacture in the 
south are so great that fully half the 
national output of these two grades 
should be in that section. If that

for. There is money to be made in 
wood lots if farmers who have poor 
lands will realize the fact, and since 
the prosperity of the south is tied so

Street’s guess is that this additional 
common stock was purchased in the 
open market some time during the

One director of the Steel Corpora- 
tion is down on the list this year as 
owning only one share of common, 
enough to qualify him as a director. 
George F. Baker, Jr., a director of 
the company, is not a shareholder of 
record this year for any preferred 
stock, but he is down for 17,421 shares 
of common, against 10,001 shares 
when the annual stockholders’ meet- 
ing was held a year ago this week.

NEW YORK, April 27.—()—Bus- 
iness continued to show slight signs 
of improvement last week, although 
most gains were of a seasonal na- 
ture. Some disappointment has been 
manifest that the spring upturn has 
not shown more vitality, but confi- 
dence in the fundamental soundness 
of conditions remains unimpaired, and 
a return to normal within a few 
months is widely forecast. 


Steel mill activity showed a little 
improvement, and is now estimated at 
above 80 per cent of rated capacity 
for the entire industry, President Far- 
rell of United States Steel told stock- 
holders at their annual meeting that 
he looked for a good average year, 
and Myron C. Taylor, chairman of the 
finance committee, stated that neces- 
sary readjustments have now been 
completed and the future may be view- 
ed with confidence. President Grace 
of Bethlehem Steel, in reporting first 
quarter earnings of $2.60 a share, said 
that while current operations of 84 
per cent of capacity for Bethlehem’s 
mills probably would not be main- 
tained during coming weeks, there 
were sustaining factors in view. “ 
am not pessimistic—far from it,” he 
added. 

Seasonal stepping up of automobile 
production, partieularly by the small 
car manufacturérs, has been respon- 
sible for most of the improvement in 
steel operations, but gas and oil pipe 
construction, farm implement manu- 
facturing, and heavy construction suf- 
fered from sagging prices. The cut in 
copper peices from 18 to 14 cents a 
pound has helped foreign buying a 
little, but domestic consumers con- 
tinue to hold off in expectation of 
further cuts, encouraged by rumors 
that a few sales had been made at 
13 1-2 cents. 

Favorable seasonal gains were 
shown in bank clearings and freight 
car loadings figures. G. Dun & 
Co., estimates bank clearings for April 
to date at only 6.7 per cent below 
the similar period for last year, where- 
as there was a decline of 18 per cent 
in March, and 23 per cent in Feb- 
ruary. Total loadings of revenue 
freight of approximately 911,000 cars, 
as reported for the week ended April

Under this system, the 
mine could employ no one unless he 
was a member of the union. The 
other system was the “closed non- 
union shop.” 


Under this, the mine employed no 


one who was a member of the union. 
Under these conditions, the miners’ 
union undertook to cause the workers 
in non-union mines to quit work. Out 
of this attempt grew Judge Parker’s 
decision. He did not decide whether 
a contract made by a miner not to 
join a union is legal ofr illegal. He 


did not decide whether such contracts 
are desirable or undesirable from so- 
cial point of views. He did not pass 
on whether it is legal or illegal for 
the unions to cause non-union miners 


to break such contracts. The central | 


question on which Judge Parker 
passes was the methods used by the 
union. in causing non-union miners to 
break their contracts. The methods 
in this case, according to the record, 
included “violence, threats, intima- 
tions, picketing.” In Judge Parker’s 
decision he recited from the record 
that came up to him that “five thou- 
sand armed union miners had marched 
across Logan county with the avowed 
purpose of unionizing that field, and 
had engaged in a pitched battle with 
state officers, as a result of which 
martial law had been declared and 
federal troops had been sent into the 
territory to preserve peace.” Under 
this condition, an injunction was is- 
sued against the miners’ union, not 
by Judge Parker but by a judge of 
the lower court. Judge Parker’s con- 
nection with the case was confined to 


hearing an appeal he, together with’ 


the other two judges of the appeal, 
unanimously decided the injunction 
should be sustained. In the coming 
debate, the evidence will be analyzed 
and the very informal summary here 
given may or may not turn out to 
need modification.

PIEDMONT HYDRO-ELECTRIC COMPANY: (Societa Idroelettrica Piemonte) known as S. I. P., was 
organized in 1899 under the laws of the Kingdom of Italy. It is both a holding and an operating company 
and, together with its subsidiary and affiliated companies, constitutes one of the most important public 
utility groups in Ithly.
